the example of her husband, whose

lace on exciting occaidons, such as mid- 
night fires and riots like that of Hyde 
Park, some twenty years ago.

THE SAMO^TKOUBLE. 


The CMwmtta Insnlt to the Amerl« 
can Has—Secretary Whlthey In 
ÌTavor off DeclslTe Nei 


WASHINOTON, D . C., Jan. 21.—No ad- 
ditional facts regarding the Samoan 
troable are obtainable at «he depart- 
ment of state. 
The brief dispatches re- 
ceived a few days ago at the department 
contained all tiie information known 
here and they were that the German 
soldiers had attacked and beaten every 
person they met on the streets e x o ^ 
Germans. 
Three houses of American 
citizens were burned, two Americans 
were stabbed to death and the American 
flag torn down and partially burned. A 
fight took place on December 18 be- 
tween Mataafa's force and the Germans. 
Mataafa lost ten killed and the Germans 
twenty. 


The opinion is expressed here that 
the American's who came under the fire 
of the German guns were operating with 
the forces of the king against the rebels, 
and that the American flag had been 
improperly used to shield the forces of 
the king against the operation of the 
German naval forces. 


The German navy consists of about 
140 vessels, many of which are modem 
and supplied with Erupp guns of large 
calibré and long range. The strength of 
the navy ia put down at 18,000 men. In 
addition to this active force there is a 
lai^e reserve of riiips and men corres- 
ponding to the Landwehr, and at the 
piihcipal home stations t h m are as- 
sembled numerous batteries of heavy 
guns of modem fabrication. 


In an interview 
to-day Secretary 
Whitney said that he thought the time 
had arrived for our government to estab- 
lish and maintain a definite line of pol- 
icy with regard to the islands of the Pa- 
cific ocean. 
He commended Captain 
Mtdlan's conduct at Latonga, and said 
the United States steamer Nipsic has 
been instructed to remain at Samoa, 
where she will shortly be joined by the 
Trenton and the Vandalia. 


The former is now one week ont from 
Panfuna, bound for Samoa, and the 
Vandalia will be ready to sail from ibe 
Mai-e Island navy yard, California, in a 
few days. Secretary TWiitney has very 
emphatic ideas on this subject, but 
under the circumstances he cannot go 
beyond the instractions he has received 
from the president.
